EV. T. A. Perkins, state over- 

seer of Kentucky, Rev. L. H. 

Aultman, Executive Missions 
Secretary, and I landed in London 
about 8:30 a.m. Saturday, April 4. 
After the formalities of customs, we 
moved outside the airport where we 
were met by Rev. A. O. Lyseight and 
several of the brethren. 

Two cars transported us to the home 
of Brother Marsh, one of the local pas- 
tors in London, where after refreshing 
ourselves, we were served with a very 
fine breakfast. Brother Lyseight gave us 
the plans for the day and for Sunday, 
which seemed to be a very full schedule. 

Saturday afternoon at 2 p.m. the 
overseer, Rev. Lyseight, and the minis- 
ters met in the Boy Scout’s hall for a 
ministers’ meeting. There were eighteen 
licensed ministers present for the ses- 
sion. Committee members, clerks, and 
workers were also in attendance to 
make a total of forty-two. The session 
was a very enjoyable one and all busi- 
ness was properly transacted. 

Before going any further with this 
article, I should state that the ministers 
and members here, for the most part,

people and real Church of God folk. 
I have been pleasantly and agreeably 
surprised at the number of people and 
the congregations. We have eleven 
churches organized with 373 members. 
The churches are growing and the 
prospects are most promising. The only 
difficulty at present is the obtaining of 
property. Land and buildings are hard 
to purchase and extremely expensive. 
Please join us in prayer that the Lord 
will provide churches for these people. 

Saturday night’s service was held in 
the Boy Scout’s hall. All available seats 
were taken and some were standing. 
Brother Aultman, Brother Perkins and 
I were introduced and the people were 
very glad to see us and to know that the 
Church in America was taking such an 
interest in them. I spoke that night to 
an attentive congregation. 

Following the services, we loaded up 
for the trip to Birmingham. It is about 
140 miles from London. The trip was 
very interesting but seemed long to us. 
We arrived in Birmingham about 1 a.m. 
and Brother Aultman and I stayed with 
Brother Johnson, one of the pastors, 
while Brother Perkins went to Wolver- 
hampton and stayed with Brother Ly- 


seight. All of us were ready for bed. 
(Since none of us had been in bed since 
Thursday night, you can imagine our 
need for some rest.) 

Sunday morning services in the 
Birmingham area were held _ at 
Hansworth in the schdol house which 
they rented for services. Brother Ault- 
man preached that morning and three 
were saved. At the same time Brother 
Perkins was preaching to a group in the 
Wolverhampton Church with the notable 
results of five conversions. The hall was 
packed there; and at Hansworth, there 
were at least 150 in attendance. 

Sunday evening, Brother Aultman, 
Brother Lyseight and Brother Johnson 
motored up to Sheffield for service, a 
distance of about seventy miles. A won- 
derful service was conducted there. I re- 
mained at Wolverhampton for services 
with Brother Perkins. They moved to a 
larger hall for the night service and 
nearly 200 were there that night. I 
spoke with great liberty to a hungry 
people. One was converted. 

I am greatly encouraged with the out- 
look and earnestly desire your prayers 
for this work. It is composed largely 
of our colored people from Jamaica, but 
God is able to open additional doors in 
this area. Pray for God to enable these 
people to get property and to enlarge 
their present operation. Brother Lyseight 
and his ministers are to be commended 
for their great work.

S GROWING TENSIONS in 
if fabled Tibet finally explod- 

ed into actual fighting in 
early spring, missions-minded ob- 
servers took a long look at this 
land of mystery. 

What the immediate results of 
the uprising there will be remains 
to be seen, but it is possible that— 
whatever happens at the moment 
on the Tibetan Plateau—the erup- 
tion may have set off a chain re- 
action far bigger and more signifi- 
cant than itself. 

Sparsely-populated Tibet (its pop- 

ulation of less than a million is 
scattered across an area twice the 
size of Texas) was “liberated” by 
the Chinese Communists in 1950. 
At this time, reportedly, some of 
the defeated Chinese Nationalist 
forces moved back into the moun- 
tain fastnesses of this country on 
the “roof of the world.” Now, ap- 
parently, they have joined with the 
Tibetan rebels in the anti-Com- 
munist uprisings. 


Rumors of rebellion against the 
Red China regime have leaked out 
of Tibet for many months. Con- 
currently, throughout the last few 
years and especially in recent 
months, new missionary activity 
has been launched along the Tibet- 
an border at several key points. 
Some of these developments, no- 
table in areas formerly closed to 
the gospel, are still understandably 
“top secret”; but they make for 
interesting speculation. 

The combination of these factors 
—revolt in Tibet, missionary ad- 
vance along its borders—could, in 
the opinion of some, be the wedge 
that in time and in the provi- 
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of Closed 2 


dence of God at least cracks open 
the door of China to permit the 
re-entrance of the gospel. No one 
looks for this in the immediate off- 
ing, but at least the faltering Red 
hold on this huge area seems to 
offer more present hope for a gos- 
pel re-invasion than the still- 
shackled China proper. 


Chiang Kai-Shek has obviously 
found some measure of hope in the 
Tibetan upsurge. He has offered 





Tibet its independence if and when 
the Chinese Nationalists regain the 
mainland, and reports from his 
government have played up gains 
allegedly made by the revolting 
anti-Communist forces. 

Tibet of course, presents its own 
picture of spiritual need. It has 
3,000 Buddhist monasteries, and the 
vast majority of its people follow 
two leaders: the god-king Dalai 
Lama, believed to be the reincarna- 
tion of Chin Rezi, Lord of Mercy; 
and the Panchen Lama, who lays 
claim to being Rezi’s reincarnated 
teacher. 

But the years ahead, fantastic as 
it would have seemed to some a few 
years ago (and to many may seem 
now), could see China, rich in mis- 
sionary history despite its present 
tragic state, reached again ... this 
time through previously unreach- 
able Tibet! 

Not long ago I stood and looked 
at what was to me a scene of real 
tragedy. At first glance, probably 
nothing about it would seem too 
tragic. White clouds floated lazily

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F YOU COULD have seen me 
> g five years ago before the 

Lord saved me from dope 
and alcoholism, you could not be- 
lieve a person’s appearance and 
character could be changed so 
completely. I was a habitual dope 
addict. For days I would be under 
the influence of dope. I’d walk 
the streets at night for hours, not 
knowing who I was or where I 
was going. I’d stop at every saloon 
on the block then go on to the 
next block, stop and have another 
drink until I’d be so drunk from 
alcohol, along with the dope, 
that I couldn’t walk. When the 
withdraw symptoms would start 
on me, I nearly went out of my 
mind. I had spent all the money 
I had for drink and had to steal 
money to get another shot of dope. 
Once I landed in Connecticut; how 
I got there I didn’t know. This 
time I had no so-called friends I 
could go to for help, so I had to 
hitchhike back to New York to find 
myself without an apartment. The 
landlady had sold all my posses- 
sions of value for the rent due her. 
I‘had no job and no place to go, 
so Out again I went to the saloons 
waiting for people to buy me a 
drink and for an opportunity to 
steal money from drunks to buy a 
“fix” of dope. 


One day I woke up to find my- 
self in a hospital where I was 
undergoing treatment. I felt when 
I left the hospital that it was all 
over. I left New York and went 
to Pennsylvania for a while, got 
a job, and went in training as a 
nurse. After my graduation I 
came to Washington, D. C., and 
got a good job making a decent 
living. Again I started to get the 
urge to take dope. It started all 
over again—a “fix” every day at 
the rate of $25 a shot. I started 
drinking again and found myself 
in such a state I couldn’t sleep, 
eat, or even be contented. I got 
involved with a bad gang who were 
dope addicts and drunkards. Every 
night of the week I was so drunk 
I didn’t know who I was. Then one 
morning I woke up with such a 
pain around my heart that it was 
all I could do to light a cigarette. 
Getting out of bed, I fell to the 


eo" After a while I finally got 


up and called a doctor. When she 
came and told me I had a heart 
attack, I couldn’t believe that this 
could happen to me. I was forbid- 
den by my doctor to take another 
drink or smoke again, but after 
a few days I felt good again. A 
few weeks later I had another 
heart attack and was hospitalized. 
After coming out of the hospital, 
I went to work and really made 
up my mind to change my life. 
For two weeks I didn’t take a 
drink or “fix” of Heroin. I then 
started getting headaches that 
lasted for days. When I went to 
the doctor for my weekly check- 
up, I told her about these severe 
headaches. I told her of how I 
staggered slightly when I walked 
and of the dizziness it caused. 


Upon my doctor’s recommenda- 
tion, I went to a brain specialist. 
He took a series of X rays and 
found that I had a brain tumor. 
He put me in the hospital for 
more tests. While I was in the 
hospital, these headaches seemed 
almost unbearable. They took me 
to the X-ray room and used an 
isotope machine to find the loca- 
tion of the brain tumor. After a 
series of tests they found that I 
could not undergo surgery because 
of the condition of my heart. They 
said if I would consent to a heart 
operation they could take out the 
leakage valve and insert a plastic 
one, but I was so afraid of such 
an operation that I wouldn’t con- 
sent. 

After my release, my doctor 
called me to come in to her office. 
She informed me that it was just 
a matter of time. They had done 
all they could possibly do for me. 
I had only 18 months to 2 years 
to live. While in the hospital, I 
had asked God to bring me out 
of this state. I had promised Him 
that I would live for Him, but 
when I returned home, I forgot 
all the promises I made to God. 
I started taking dope once again. 
I thought if I only had 18 months 
to 2 years to live I might as well 
live it up. Then one night when 
I came home in a drunken mess, 
God started to deal with my life. 
This verse of Scripture came to 
my thoughts, “As I live, saith the

undone, so many things of this 
life of which to savor. Yet, in His 
heart Jesus knew these things could 
never be. He had come to this 
world for one purpose, to offer 
Himself for the sins of man. To go 
on living in this world would be 
to forfeit His original goal. His one 
overwhelming passion all His life 
had been to do His Father’s will. 
Now He could not be untrue to His 
life’s purpose without being untrue 
to Himself. 

Some of us mortals would have 
tried to ignore the facts of the 
coming sacrifice. Others would 
have lost sight of goals and event- 
ual accomplishments, but not the 
Son of Man. The man who turns 
to drink or to drugs is trying to 
avoid facing himself. Ostrich like, 
he is burying his head in the sand 
of physical oblivion. This is not the 
only way in which the weak try to 
escape. But no matter how we try 
to escape the bitterness of life, it 
yet remains. The escapist fools no 
one, least of all himself. The threat 
to self still remains and he merely 
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objectively, we do not always like 
what we see. 

We see our lives dwindling away 
with the dreams of youth unful- 
filled. Worse than that, we face the 
fact that they can never be. Then 
in the throes of our bitterness, we 
cry, “Let this cup pass from me.” 
In the same breath we acknowledge 
the divine purpose of our lives by 
saying, “Thy will be done.” If we 
are unable to resign ourselves to 
His will, we go through life strug- 
gling with our fate only to find, 
alas, that no man can win in a 
contest with God. With broken spir- 
it and blighted dreams, we bow be- 
fore Him at last in death. 

The cup of bitterness is com- 
posed of many ingredients, each 
one intensifying the bitterness of 
the whole. One of the most bitter 
drops in the cup of suffering is that 
of faithless friends. The Master of 
men knew that His disciples were 
weak. He had lived with them. He 
had heard their questions. He had 
listened to their childish argu- 
ments. None knew their weakness- 


es better than He. “Peter, James, 
John—for shame, sleeping at such 
a time. Misery is compounded in 
the soul of your Lord and you 
dream. Peter, do you not realize 
that in only a few hours you will 
curse and swear that you don’t 
know your Lord? Judas is even now 
bargaining for the life of his Mas- 
ter. All of you will flee before the 
mob. I’m alone in my misery. The 
blackness of death reaches out to 
clutch me. Oh God, is there none 
who will walk with me? Is there 
none who will share my heavy 
load? I cannot—I cannot bear it, 
but I must. For this cause I came, 
oh my Father. This curse of lone- 
liness, this aching well of black- 
ness without human comfort, I 
must endure. Thy will be done, not 
mine.” 


The burdensome load of physical 
weariness can embitter the cup of 
suffering. Nights of sleeplessness 
take their toll. While the disciples 
dreamed of the future glory of the 
kingdom, Jesus was spending sleep- 
less nights in prayer. The constant 
traveling and preaching had sapped 
the vitality from the frame of the 
Nazarene. Now with waning 
strength, He faces the cross. “Oh, 
my God, can I not rest? Is relax- 
ation only for my disciples? Still, I 
know that the test is before me. I 
must win, not only for myself but 
for You and for all mankind. I 
bear the burden, but I must not 
fail. Oh, my Father, my body is 
tired and weary. I must sleep; I 
must rest. But to share human 
misery, I came to this world. See 
this bloody sweat that drips from 
my brow? Not my will but thine 
be done.” 


When Jesus had faced His own 
humanity and had put to death 
the longing of His heart for hu- 
man fulfillment;.- when He faced 
the cross with all that it meant in 
suffering and shame, He could then 
say, “Thy will be done.” To ignore 
our desires for human fulfillment 
will not solve our problems; to deny 
them is not to destroy them. To 
face them and be willing to trust 
God to do only that which is best 
for us is the path that leads to 
eventual completeness. Then, and 
only then, can’ we cry with our 


Lord, “Not my will, but thine.” .7

HE BIBLE SPEAKS of many 

suppers, some great and 

some small, but one stands 
out above all others. The Bible says 
that supper was prepared for Jesus 
at Bethany, the home of Lazarus. 
That was the most remarkable sup- 
per that ever took place in the 
world, not just because Jesus was 
there, but because a man who had 
been dead and buried was one of 
the guests. It was the most re- 
markable of all suppers. Martha 
served, and Mary, of course, sat 
at the feet of Jesus. Which was 
the better woman, Martha, doing 
the work around the house, or 
Mary, attending a prayer meet- 
ing? I have come to the conclu- 
sion that each one fills a great 
place in life’s work. 

“Then took Mary a pound of 
ointment of spikenard, very costly, 
and anointed the feet of Jesus, and 
wiped his feet with her hair: and 
the house was filled with the odour 
of the ointment” (John 12:3). Then 
Judas Iscariot said, “Why do you 
waste all this precious ointment? 
[Someone has said it would be 
worth about $600 in our money.] 
Why not sell it and give the money 
to the poor?” It is always fine to 
give to the poor, but everything 
should be in its place. That would 
have been the second best thing 
to do this time. The best thing was 
to break the ointment, as Mary 
did. It is a very dangerous thing 
to do the second best. I have done 
the second best and always came 
out lacking. God wants our best. 
Of course, Judas had in his mind 
another best—that he might take 
the money for himself. 


I call your attention to some 


7 things in which you ought to be 


extravagant. Until you have gone to 
the point of being criticized by the 
man who doesn’t love Jesus, you 
have not gone far enough. Judas 
said, “Why this waste?” If you 
have not done things to the point 
of being criticized for your over- 
zealous ways, you have not done 
what you ought to do. 


Mary, Martha, and Lazarus must 
have been wealthy people in their 
day. They possessed something of 
this world’s goods, and that is the 
reason Mary bought a-.$600 gift 
and poured it on Jesus’ feet. Any- 
thing less would have been‘a reflec- 
tion upon them. It matters not 
whether people have much or lit- 
tle. A person is to give in propor- 
tion as he has been blessed. Some- 
body might have brought one dol- 
lar’s worth of this ointment and 
placed it on the feet of Jesus, and 
it would have been just as ac- 
ceptable. 

God arranged the way of fi- 
nancing His program in the finest 
way. A great businessman said: 
“I would give one million dollars 
if I had a plan as equitable and as 
just in running my great business 
as God has arranged in running 
His business.” God has arranged 
for us to bring what we have. If 
we haven’t much, all right; if we 
have much, then we ought to give 
much. I wish we might learn, if we 
never learn anything else, that to 
give as the Lord has prospered us 
is the only great Scriptural basis 
of giving (1 Corinthians 16:2). 

Furthermore, we possess a per- 
sonal individual talent that we 
ought to give to God. For some it 
may be singing, for some serving 
as usher, for others, the ability 
to be Sunday School superinten-

dent, Y.P.E. president, or a Sunday 
School teacher. Our personal talent 
may be one thing or it may be an- 
other; that is God’s business. But 
whatever personal talent we have, 
we must use it; we must pour it 
out at His feet, just as Mary did 
this material gift. 

The house was filled with the 
odor of the ointment. Jesus, Laza- 
rus, Martha, Mary, and many other 
guests were gathered around the 
supper table, reclining in the 
oriental fashion. The Pharisees 
looked through the window and 
said, “What is that? That is the 
sweetest odor I have ever smelled!” 
But what the fault-finding Phari- 
sees did not know was that the 
odor of the ointment resulted from 
Mary’s extravagant giving. The 
very men who came to kill got the 
influence! 

You cannot keep the aroma of 
a rose; put it behind the living 
room screen, and the minute you 
enter the room you know there is 
a rose. Neither can you conceal a 
good deed. If it is sincere, it will 
certainly be of service to the Mas- 
ter. Don’t think that people will 
not know what you are doing for 
God. They will! God will see to it 
that the influence of a beautiful 
deed is going to reach somewhere. 


THE BEAUTIFUL part 
of all this is that Mary’s extrava- 
gant giving shows us that hearts 
taught by love do the right thing. 
Sometimes the head goes wrong 
and thinking may not be clear, 
but the heart that loves Jesus is 
going to do the right thing. Jesus, 
God’s Son, said, “She did right.” 
Judas said, “She did not.” And 
Mary was the one that decided.

Marys may be found in every 
local Church of God.

The reason we have beau- 
tiful churches in practically every 
major city of America is because 
of a lot of Marys’ extravagant 
service. They have given until it 
hurt. They have worked until their 
bodies ached at night. Judas is al- 
ways standing by to say they are 
doing it to be seen of people. But 
the Spirit of God says they are 
doing it because they have fallen 
in love with Jesus. The Marys are 
the ones who decide; why?—be- 
cause they love. 


Mary helped Jesus when she had 
the opportunity. Jesus said, “Let 
her alone, against the day of my 
death she has done this. She has 
brought this ointment and put it 
on my tired feet, while I am still 
living.” The time to help people is 
while they are still living. I do not 
know when I am going to die; it 
might be while I am away from 
home. But this I do know, I had 
rather my Christian brothers and 
sisters help me to do good while 
I am still living. I had rather have 
their co-operation, love, and 
prayers in these days in which I 
am laboring than to have all the 
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truck loads of flowers they might 
bring to my grave. I want the help 
of my Christian brothers and sis- 
ters while I am living.

But I need them now and need 
them badly! 


The American visitor to China 
when he saw the people bring rice 
and place it on the grave asked, 
“When do you expect the dead to 
come up and eat the rice?”

Lord God, I have no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked; but 
that the wicked turn from his way 
and live” (Ezekiel 33:11). 

That night when I went to bed, 
I dreamed of hell. I thought that 
I died and when they lowered my 
casket I could see it going down, 
down, down, until it hit a big 
black pit. When the casket stopped 
I walked out to find myself in 
front of Satan. I saw friends and 
loved ones there crying for mercy, 
pleading for God to save them, but 
it was too late. The heat was so 
intense that when I awoke I was 
soaked with perspiration. I was so 
scared I just shook all over and 
all I could do was stare into space 
for a while. 


That week, on November 6, 1956, 
the Church of God was having a 
Prayer Conference in Williamsburg, 
Maryland. The pastor, Rev. Doug- 
las Poole, of the Rockville, Mary- 
land, Church of God invited as 
many people as possible to go to 
this prayer conference. One of the 
sisters from the church called me 
by phone. I was drinking at the 
time, but she asked me to go with 
her to Williamsburg, Maryland, to 


this conference. I told her if I 
woke up in the morning without 
a hangover I would go along with 
her. After hanging up the phone 
I had a great urge to go downtown 
to get a shot of dope. But sudden- 
ly, God spoke and told me to go 
to the prayer conference. So I got 
ready, called Sister Eva back and 
told her I would go with her. That 
night I was so convicted of my 
past I got up and left the church. 
After I was outside a few minutes, 
the Lord spoke to me and said, 
“This is your last time to repent 
of sin, for my Spirit will not al- 
ways strive with you. ‘Come; for 
all things are now ready’” (Luke 
14:17). So I went back in the 
church, knelt down, and started 
to pray. I prayed for hours, but 
I felt as if I were praying to a 
stone wall. I got up off my knees 
and went to the altar where there 
were 33 preachers of the Church 
of God praying. I knelt down and 
started to pray again. Then God 
opened the doors for me. I prayed 
for 4% hours that night—till 3:30 
a.m.—fighting the devil. Then 
Jesus came into my heart, saved 
me from hell on earth, and gave 
me a new heart and a deter- 
mination to go all the way with 
Him. 


The next day at 9:00 a.m., 
there was a healing service. After 
a few hours of sleep at Rev. 
Evans’ home, Sister Eva and I 
went back to church for this won- 
derful healing service. The state 
overseer, Rev. Ray Hughes, along 
with the preachers, anointed and 
prayed for me. The power of God 
went through me like a bolt of 
lightning, and I knew that by His 
stripes I was healed. After a few 
weeks, I went to my doctor for a 
check-up and they took another 
X ray to find the brain tumor. 
It was gone completely and the 
electrocardiogram showed that 
my heart was perfect. 


Praise the Lord for His mercy 
to reach down and heal me and 
for His love to save my wicked 
soul. My only determination is to 
serve Him with all my heart and 
preach His wonderful Word of 
salvation to all men.

against an azure blue sky, and the 
hills before me were green and roll- 

ing. 

But the tragedy was reflected in 
a signboard—a sign with bold white 
letters standing out against a black 
background: “Beyond this point is 
a closed area.” As I lifted my eyes 
to look off at those nearby hills— 
the green hills of Red China—I 
realized how terribly accurate were 
the words of that sign. How great 
an investment the Church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ had made in that 
land in days gone by! It had been 
stained with the blood of the 
martyrs like John and Betty Stam; 
it had known the constraining love 
of Christ through the lives of ded- 
icated men and brave “small wom- 
en.” But now: “a closed area.” 

I prayed then, as I pray now 
when I read of grass roots resist- 
ance in China’s communes and of 
the beginnings of revolt in Tibet, 
that God may one day reach down 
from heaven .. . in His time and 
His way ... to tear that Bamboo 
Curtain from top to bottom even 
as He rent the veil of the Temple on 
that day so long ago. God grant 
that it may be soon!

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MULBERRY, Fla—tIn the earl 
months of 1958, Rev. Lindsey Croft, 
then pastor of the Bradley Church 


of God, started making plans to 
establish a church in Mulberry. 
This thriving little city, just seven 
miles from Bradley, seemed to be 
the ideal place for a new work. 
At this time Rev. Franklin D. Lett 
was evangelizing in the State of 
Florida. He was informed of the 
plans for a church in Mulberry 
and indicated an interest in work- 
ing with Brother Croft in getting 
the new church founded. The 
church at Bradley engaged the 
services of Brother Lett as as- 
sistant pastor. This was a progres- 
sive move that enabled Brothers 
Lett .and Croft to work together on 
the project. 

The first inroads in the city were 
made through prayer meetings and 
visitation. Property was purchased 
in May, 1958, the ground was brok- 
en, and work on the new church 
building began. Through the hard 
work of Brother Lett and Brother 
Croft, and with the help of the 
State Office and many friends, the 
church building was completed. The 


church was fortunate have a 


man of Brother Lett’s many abili-

ties to go ahead with the actual 
construction. An attractive worship 
center was erected to the glory of 
God in less than three months. 

On July 28, 1958, the Church of 
God in Mulberry was officially or- 
ganized with 23 members. Brother 
Franklin Lett was appointed pastor. 
Since that time the church has 
prospered and has grown into an 
established church in this com- 
munity. 

There are now 25 families regu- 
larly attending the church. There 
are 27 members and Sunday School 
enrollment is 80. The record Sunday 
School attendance is 90, and the 
Y.P.E.. has climbed to a high of 
95. Since the church was organized 
the tithes have averaged more than 
$350 per month, with an all time 
high of $432. A very active L.W.W.B. 
contributes from $100 to $150 
to the income of the church. 

The church building, pictured 
above, was erected at a cost of 

,000. This was made possible by 
the free labor of Brother Lett and 
others. The church is equipped with 
rest rooms, a church office, a new 
piano and pews. The _ estimated 
value is more than $20,000. The 
present debt on church, equipment 


and property is less than $6,000. 
Plans are now under way for a 
new Sunday School addition. 
The wonderful work done in Mul- 
berry is a tribute to the hard work 
and faithfulness of its members 
and friends. It also indicates the 
vision of Brother and Sister Lett. 
Although Brother Lett is a young 
minister, this is the second new 
church which he has helped to 
organize and establish, the other 
being in Traverse City, Michigan. 
Under the direction of the Holy 
Spirit we can expect great things 
from the work in mulberry. Man 
souls will be won to Christ erode 
the full gospel message in this city. 
Your earnest prayers for this new 
church will insure its continued 
success.
